Destiny is the subterfuge of the invertebrate. who.

Such a system wou.d never 
be defended but for the fact that the expense is 
borne by all the people, while the profits are en- 
joyed by the few.

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CHINESE FIGHTING FIERCELY. 


The special cable dispatch by Frederick Palmer, the war 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, in Tuesday's issue, gave 
a vivid idea of the way the Chinese are meeting the strong 
force of Europe’s and America’s well-armed soldiers that is 
trying to carve its way into Pekin. 

Mr. Palmer says that the Chinese had deep trenches, heavy 
breastworks and loop-holed houses. For seven hours they 
poured a destructive fire upon the allied troops, and only left 
the trenches at the point of the bayonet. 

It is already evident that the Chinese are much more confi- 
dent of themselves than they were in the opium war, in which, 
according to the Cyclopedia of Universal History, they were 
slaughtered like sheep and “cut their own throats in the very 
frenzy of their helpless rage,”’ or in the war with Japan, when 
they were still but half armed. The heavy losses of the allies 
show that with the rifle, at all events, the Chinaman is in 
some degree a match for his Caucasian foe. 

Mr. Palmer's exclusive dispatches from the seat of war are 
in striking contrast with the brief and meager dispatches from 
army men, who have something else to do than writing for 
the general public. They tel] the full story. '

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LIGHT AT LAST, 


Mr. Conger’s dispatch dated Tuesday and received by the 
Department of State that night means first of all that commu- 
nication is once more open and free between the legations at 
Pekin and th2 outside world. That the Chinese government 
forwards a dispatch urging the very course which it is doing 
its utmost to prevent is a convincing evidence of good faith. 
It confirms Li Hung Chang's cable to the Post-Dispatch on 
Monday. It gives ground for the hope that the foreigners can 
be got out of Pekin to a place of safety without further sac- 
rifice of life, further complications, further entanglements. 

Mr. Conger says that to leave Pekin “would be certain 
death.’’ But it must be remembered that Mr. Conger has 
been cut off for six weeks in a corner of the most mysterious 
city in the world, where even in time of tranquillity it is all 
but impossible for foreigners to get accurate information; 
that he does not know what has been going on in the outside 
world; that he has no knowledge of the tremendous and now 
obviously effective pressure ‘upon the Chinese government. 

The reason why the Chinese government has let the Conger 
dispatch come through cannot be known now and is not im- 
portant. The point is that the reopening of communication 
paves the way for negotiations, for a return to peace and a 
beginning of a discussion of rehabilitation and indemnity. 

We want our minister and our other citizens. We do not 
want a Chinese problem. And our position is singularly and 
most happily favorable to leadership in a policy of peace, 
sanity and justice. 

The Post-Dispatch forecast of the census, indicating that 
the population of many cities would be found to have been 
overestimated. is verified by the official bulletin of the count 
in Cincinnati. This shows a population of 325,902, an increase 
of 28,994, or only a fraction over 9 per cent, since 1890. The 
population of Cincinnati, as estimated by the mayor on Jan. 
1 last, was 405,000—an overguess of 75,000.

Ton Vessel With Armor, and Will 
Present Minority Report.

One of the three protected cruisers 
which the bureau chiefs are wrangling is 
to be named the St. Louis, in honor of St. 
Louis, and the city’s interest in the matter 
lies in the fact that the quarrel threatens 
to delay indefinitely the beginning of the 
cruiser, Which is to carry its name and its 
flag upon the sea. 

The voard consists of Admiral Melvile, 
Admiral Hichborn, Admiral bradford, Ad- 
miral O’Neill and Capt. Sigsbee. The mem- 
bers of the bourd, with the exception of Ad- 
miral Hichborn, chief: of the Bureau of 
Construction, have agreed to the general 
plans for the ships of 9000 tons displace- 
ment; the ships to be unsheathed, to carry 
l-inch armor, and to be of 22 knots speed. 
Admiral MHichborn dissents completely 
from the plans an@ will make a minority 
report, recommending the construction of 
three sheathed cruisers of 8000 tons dis- 
placement, the ships making 23 knots 
speed. He -will tontend that language of 
the law which provides for “protected 
crulsers’’ of 8000 tons displacement does not 
contemplate 9000-ton ships, and that the 
law contains no _ provision for armor. 
Moreover, he will contend that the ships 
recommended by the other members of the 
board cannot be built within the limit of 
appropriation, $2,800,000, 

The other members of the board wil] 
contend that the word “protected” does 
not exclude the use of armor, and 1s, in 
fact, an indefinite term which only means 
that the protection to be placed upon the 
ship is not to be as heavy as that which 
would go on an armored cruiser. The pro- 
tected armor of a battleship is equivalent 
to about 25 per cent of the weight and the 
armored cruisers about 18 per cent of the 
weight. The armor for the cruisers pro- 
posed by them is only equivalent to about 


8 per cent of their weight.

PEACE OF SOUTH AFRICA.

Hence Authorization Was Given for 
Their Annexation as the First 
Step Toward Union of 
Races. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—The Queen's speech at 
the proroguing of Parliament, after stating 
that the relations with the powers of Fue 
rope and America continue friendly and a 
reference to the establishment of the come 
monwealth of Australia, refers to the war 
in South Africa, “which has placed in the 
strongest light the heroism and high mili- 
tary qualities of the troops brought to- 
gether under my banner from this coun- 
try, from Canada, Australasia and my 
African possessions. 

“Believing the continued independence of 
the republics to be a constant danger to 
the peace of South Africa, | authorized the 
annexation of the Free State as a first step 
to the union of the races under an instityu- 
tion which may in time be developed so as 
to secure equal rights and privileges in 
South Africa.”’ 

Referring to China, the speech from the 
throne says: 

“The British and other legations at Pekin 
have been unexpectedly attacked by an fn- 
surgent mob, and it is feared many of their 
inmates have been murdered. How far the 
Chinese authorities are accomplices in this 
atrocious crime, and whether the British 
minister and his family are among the vic- 
tims, are matters still in some uncertainty. 
The utmost efforts will be made by myself 
and my allies to visit with worthy punish- 
ment the authors of this unexampled 
crime.”’ 

After a reference to the Ashanti rising, 
the speech devotes a few words to the dis- 
tress caused by the famine and plague in 
India, and thanks the Commons for the 
liberality with which they responded to the 
unusual financial demands due to the war 
and adds that the satisfactory progress o 
the campaign gives fair ground for hoping 
that the excessive requirements of military 
expenditure will soon be abated.

“Within a very few days the Wabash rail- 
road brought to its yards a number of men 
to take the places of the strikers. Among 
them was Joseph Flory, who had been 
working for the company as an extra 
freight conductor, running between St. 
Louis'and Moberly. Flory was given the 
place of a striking engine foreman in the 
yards, and to mv knowledge worked us 
guch during the continuance of the strike. 

“After the strike was over he was given 
a regular run as a freight conductor and 
s00n after was promoted to a passenger 
train. I have made affidavit to these facts, 
and they can eusily be proved by personal 
inguiry of the men who are now working 
in the Wabash vards at St. Louis avenue 
end at Luther Station.

AN EASTERN PROMOTER FAILED 
TO ACCOMPLISH IT. 


SIX STABLES HAVE UNITED. 


New Incorporation Which Combines 
Several Pranches of the Livery 
Business in St. Louis. 


The filing of articles of incorporation 
Tuesday afternoon by the Keyes-Marshall 
Bros. Livery Co. has brought to light an 
interesting story ef an elaborate but un- 
attempt to unite all the large 
livery stables of St. Louis into one corpo- 
ration, combine, pool or trust, as one may 
to term it. 

A promoter was brought here from the 
East several months ago to bring about 
the consolidation, and when he failed two 
local men took turns at it. They were R. 
H. Cornell, a real estate man, and F. P. 
Hayes, a broker, but both were unsuccess- 
ful in bringing about the desired result. 

‘inding that the general consolidation 
could not be effected just now, Mr. 8. FP. 
Keyes and the Marshall brothers decided 
that they would pool their interests any- 
how and wait for future opportunities to 
absorb or amalgamate with any other 
ates and carriage “plants’’ that suited 
them. 

Neither Mr. Keyes nor the promoters are 
disposed tu discusse the failure of the gen- 
eral consolidation scheme at much length, 
but it is well understood that James 
Hardy, the liveryinan at Taylor and Del- 
mar avenues, had considerable to do with 
blocking the trust enterprise. 

According to the stories afloat among 
liverymen and in financial circles, the 
scheme was to first combine the Keyes & 
Watkins stables, the Marshall stables, the 
Mound City stables, on Lindell, near Chan- 
ning avenue, and the big Hardy stable, 
and later absorb any smaller concerns that 
might be utilized. 

The promoters wanted Mr. Hardy to 
throw his stable Into the pool, accept a 
portion of the purchase price in money and 
the rest in stock in the company. 

But Mr. Hardy would do nothing of the 
kind. He told the promoters they could buy 
his place for something over $200,000 if th » 
Wanted it very badly, or that they cou.u 
lease it at his figure, but that he would 
enter no pool. The arguments of the pro- 
moters as to how much cheaper the stable 
could be operated under the conso'idation 
failed to change Mr. Hardy's position, and 
ar promoters dropped negotiations with 
1im. 

Then it was that the lesser consolidation 
was decided Mr. Keyes" partner, Mr. 
Watkins, anxious to leave the city 
and locate in New Hampshire, and so Mr. 
Keves and the Marshalls had little trouble 
in buving him out and organizing the new 
cCmpany. 

li will control six stables. They are the 
Keyes & Watkins stables at Grand and Bell 
avenues and at Washington and Vandeven- 
ter avenues, the S. P. Keyes stable at St. 
Ange avenue and La Salle. street, and the 
three Marshall stables at 310 Walnut street, 
2627 Olive street and 1028 North Vandeven- 
ter avenue. 

The company is incorporated for $150,000 

and the directors are S. P. Keves, ds a 
and Merritt Marshall. Mr. Keyes’ son, 
Archie A. Keves, his partner in the un- 
dertaking business, Charles P. Eberle and 
the company's attorney, Dorsey A. Jamison. 
Messrs. Keves and Marshall say that the 
consolidation will not have the effect of rais- 
ing prices, but will only serve to give its 
patrons better service. 
hTe new combination {s not worrying Mr. 
Hardy. He says a livery trust has no 
charms for him. 
“The people who have been trying to form 
this pool have made more than one effort 
to get me into It,”’ he told the Post-Dispatch, 
but T am still out. I told them I wanted to 
regulate my own business. I am not going 
to enter into anv combination to let some- 
bodv else do that. When they came to me, 
I gave them my price on my stock, my 
building and the ground it is on, and they 
can have it any time they get ready to buy 
> out at that figure. But no livery trust 
* me. 

. Hardy tells some interesting stories 
is dealings with the trust-promoters. 
“Several months ago,’ he says, ‘‘I was in- 
vited to a meeting at which this subject 
was discussed. There was a smart young 
chap there who said he was from the Hast 
and that he had organized the milk dairies 
of some city together. I told him he could 
not organize me into anything and I left 

the meeting.” 

Mr. Keyes admits that there was a pro- 
moter here some months ago, but he says 
the idea of a general consolidation was 
given up. He simply smiles when the story 
of the attempt to purchase the Hardy stable 
is told.

The 
St. Paul chose the Missouri side of the chan- 
nel, but did not give her signal early 
enough and the two boats almost collided. 

‘Looking at the water in the wake of 
the St. Paul we saw a man apparently 
swimming. He was about 100 feet from 
the boat when we first saw him. The cur- 
rent was carrying him down and out, though 
he seemed to be making desperate efforis 
to swim ashore. 

“The St. Paul put out small boats, but 
the oarsmen made slow progress. Farther 
and farther away the man was carried, still 
trying to escape the power of the current. 

“When he has been carried about half a 
mile from the point where we first saw 
him, his struggles grew less noticeable and 
at last he gave up and went down. The 
boats rowed to the spot, but the man had 
disappeared. It was near the Merchants’ 
bridge where he sank. 

“He was a white man. We could 
that much.”’
